There  were  present  the  following,  constituting  a  quo  run  for  the  transaction  of 
business:  Crawford  Blakeman,  President;  D.  Mark  Ballard,  John  Fbdgurski  and  Haroh 
Snodgress  -  Vice-Presidents;  Walter  Caldwell,  Secretary-Treasurer;  R.  R.  Tippy  an<i 
Bill  Williams,  Past  Presidents. 

Following  proper  motion,  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as 

read. 

Following  proper  motion,  the  report  of  the  Secretary  -  Treasurer  was  approved 
and  is  made  a  matter  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.  It  was  noted  that  a  copy  of 
this  report  will  be  printed  in  the  next  issue  of  the  organization  bulletin. 

Following  proper  motion,  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  Spring  1987  meeting  at’ the 
Holiday  Inn,  Bridgeport,  WV.  A  discussion  was  held  on  changing  the  meetings  on 
Friday  and  Saturdays  instead  of  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  Following  discussion,  no 
action  was  taken  on  the  proposal.  A  discussion  followed  on  changing  the  Spring 
meetings  from  West  Virginia  and  the  Fall  meetings  to  be  held  in  West  Virginia.

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THE  SEARCH  FOR  CUFFEY ,  KENTUCKY 


My  quest  for  the  elusive  coal  company  scrip  from  Harlan  County,  Ky. 
has  brought  not  only  much  enjoyment  but  at  times,  much  frustration 
as  well.  Frustration  brought  on  by  the  lack  of  knowledge  concern¬ 
ing  certain  coal  companies  and  their  locations  within  Harlan  County 
has  turned  my  hobby  into  a  major  detective  drama  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  This  was  especially  true  when  I  came  upon  a  piece  of  scrip 
from  the  Standard  Harlan  Coal  Company,  Cuffey,  Ky.  This  early  Harlan 
County  coal  company,  by  its  name  alone,  became  ray  first  clue  to  its 
link  to  Harlan  County.  The  address  on  the  scrip,  Cuffey,  Ky.,  was  to 
become  a  major  obstacle  when  I  tried  to  pinpoint  its  location  within 
Harlan  County.  From  the  beginning,  I  couldn't  find  anyone  who  knew 
anything  about  where  Cuffey  was  located.  I  was  also  sure  this  address 
would  equally  puzzle  anyone  who  was  lucky  enough  to  possess  a  specimen 
of  this  ultra  rare  Harlan  County  coal  company  scrip. 

My  search  for  Cuffey,  Ky.  began  in  July,  1986  when  my  friend,  Gerald 
Cornette,  Closplint,  Ky.  brought  me  information  that  his  mother  had 
a  $1.00  token  from  the  Standard  Harlan  Coal  Co.,  Cuffey,  Ky.  He  in¬ 
formed  me  that  his  father,  now  deceased,  and  mother  had  the  token  for 
many  years.  I  persuaded  him  to  ask  his  mother  if  she  would  sell  the 
scrip  to  me  to  go  into  my  Harlan  County  collection.  i  His  mother  agreed 
to  sell  •  the  token  and  with  its  addition  to  my  collection,  I  asked 
Gerald  the  question  that  I  would  be  asking  for  many  months  to  come: 
"Where  is  Cuffey,  Ky.?"  His  answer  was  to  become  the  same  one  I  would 
receive  whenever  I  asked  anyone  about  Cuffey ;  Ky.  He  replied,  "Heck, 

I  don't  know."  The  more  I  asked,  and  received  the  same  negative  replies, 
only  helped  to  reinforce  my  determination  to  find  out  the  true  answer. 

I  had  no  idea  that  it  would  take  as  long  as  it.  did  for  the  puzzle  to 
be  solved. 

During  a  telephone  conversation  with  my  friend,  Dr.  Virginia  Leftwich, 
Arnold,  Mo.,  who  is  writing  the  History  of  The  Peabody  Coal  Company,  I 
mentioned  Cuffey,  Ky.  and  my  problem  of  locating  the  town  or  place. 

Dr.  Leftwich,  an  expert  researcher,  with  an  extensive  personal  library, 
also  had  access  to  the  St.  Louis  Public  Library  which  houses  additional 
information  concerning  the  coal  raining  history  of  America.  Dr.  Left¬ 
wich  agreed  to  assist  me  with  my  problem. 

After  approximately  two  months,  I  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Leftwich 
containing  my  first  real  lead  to  solving  the  Cuffey  mystery.  She  had 
found  the  Standard  Harlan  Coal  Company  listed  in  the  1922  Keystone 
Manual,  the  official  coal  company  directory  published  yearly  since  the 
early  1900's.  The  address  listed  for  the  company  was  Evarts,  Ky.,  not 
Cuffey.  The  shipping  point  was  also  listed  as  Evarts  with  the  mine 
listed  as  the  Brown  Mine.  The  seam  of  coal  was  listed  as  the  Harlan 
Seam.  In  a  footnote,  the  mine  was  formerly  owned  and  operated  by  the 
R.  L.  Brown  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Evarts,  Ky. 

With  this  new  information  at  my  disposal,  my  spirits  gained  new  heights 
as  I  tried  again  to  find  someone  in  the  Evarts  area  that  might  know 
about  the  Brown  Mine  and  Cuffey,  Ky.  I  sought  out  information  from  two 
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of  Harlan  Counties  foremost  scrip  collectors,  Mr.  Paul  Whitaker  and 
Mr.  Howard  Short.  Mr.  Short  also  had  a  $1.00  token  of  the  Standard 
Harlan  Coal  Company  scrip  but  didn't  know  anything  about  the  company 
or  where  Cuffey  was  located.  Neither  did  Mr.  Whitaker.  Again  I  be¬ 
came  "stumped”. 

The  official  address  for  the  company,  Evarts,  Ky„,  helped  to  re-*- 
inforce  my  original  hunch  that  Cuffey  must  be  located  somewhere  in 
the  Clover  Fork  area  of  Harlan  County.  This  fact,  along  with  the 
knowledge  that  I  had  obtained  the  token  from  a  life  long  resident 
of  the  area#  gave  me  the  assurance  that  the  answer  was  5ust  around 
the  corner.  But,  again  the  answer  failed  to  present  itself.  All  I 
had  accomplished  thus  far  was  to  narrow  the  location  to  the  Eastern 
area  of  Harlan  County.  However,  the  number  of  coal  companies  in  this 
area  of  Harlan  County  accounted  for  as  many  or  more  companies  as  did 
all  the  rest  of  the  county  combined. 

Frustration  again  set  in  and  continued  to  be  my  lot  as  I  came  no  close 
to  finding  the  location  of  Cuffey  than  I  had  months  before.  I  became 
obsessed  with  finding  this  long  forgotten  mining  camp  and  the  site  of 
the  mine  and,  if  possible,  the  company  store  that  had  issued,  so  long 
ago,  the  now  rare  company  scrip.

The  Official  reference  guide  for  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Associa 
tion,  Edkin's  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Store  Scrip,  has 
one  token  from  the  Standard  Harlan  Coal  Company  listed,  a  .50$  example 
Dr.  N.  S.  Guy,  III,  Harlan,  Ky.  has  one  .  10<:  token  and  Howard  Short 
and  I  each  have  a  $1.00  token.  These  tokens  are  all  that  I  have  been 
able  to  locate.  . 

In  early  May,  1987,  I  again  contacted  Dr.  Leftwich  for  additional  ass¬ 
istance.  She  provided  ‘the  final  clue  to  solving  my  dilemma.  From  her 
records  she  found  that  the  Standard  Harlari  Coal  Company,  which  also 
had  operations  in  Bell  County  as  well  as  Harlan  County,  had  been  sold, 
according  to  the  1925  Keystone  Manual,  to  the  R.  L.  Brown  Coal  Co., 
Evarts,  Ky.  In  the  1924  Keystone  Manual,  the  company  was  still  the 
Brown  Mine  at  Evarts.  Their  other  operations,  the  Middleton  Mine,  had 
been  sold  to  the  Middleton  Coal  Co.,  Evarts,  Ky.  and  the  Ages  Green 
Mine  was  now  operated  by  the  Harlan  Blue  Gem  Coal  Company,  Ages,  Ky. 
The  key  bit  of  information  came  with  the  identification  of  the  seam  of 
coal  being  mined  at  the  Brown  Mine.  It  now  listed  the  Kellioka  Seam, 
a  47"  rich  seam  of  coal  located  near  the  site  of  the  Harlan  Kellioka 
Coal  Company  mine  at  Darkmont,  Ky.  I  knew  the  location  of  Darkmont, 
approximately  one  mile  North  of  Evarts,  on  Ky.  Hwy  38. 

I  knew  the  answers  to  all  my  questions  would  now  have  to  come  from 
someone  from  the  Evarts/Darkmont  area  that  was  living  in  the  middle 
1920's.  I  thought  of  one  man  that  was  born,  lived  and  worked  his  en¬ 
tire  adult  life  in  this  area.  This  person  was  Jewels  H.  Bradford, 
Evarts,  Ky.,  a  long  time  friend.  "Pap"  Bradford,  as  I  affectionately 
referred  to  him,  worked  most  of  his  adult  life  for  the  Harlan  Wallins 
Coal  Company,  Verda,  Ky.  He  has  an  extraordinary  memory  of  the  "good 
old  days"  and  when  I  asked  him  about  the  R.  L.  Brown  Coal  Company 
Cuffey  and  the  Brown  Mine,  he  immediately  remembered  a  place  called 
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"Brown  Town"  from  his  youth  and  growing  up  in  Evarts,  Ky.  He  starte 
work  at  the  age  of  sixteen  with  the  Harlan  Wallins  Coal  Company,  in 
1935,  but  remembered  that  "Brown  Town"  was  an  area  near  Darkmont.  H< 
also  remembered  the  mining  camp,  company  store  and  the  old  mine.  He 
informed  me  that  all  had  lone  since  been  torn  down  and  all  that  remai 
of  Cuffey  was  the  concrete  foundations  of  the  store,  tipple  or  conveyc 
that  brought  the  coal -from  the  mine  to  the  tipple.  Going  back  to  oth< 
"old  timers"  that  I  had  previously  interviewed,  I  asked  if  they  had  ev 
heard  of  "Brown  Town"  and  a  Brown  Mine  near  Darkmont.  All  knew  of  th 
place  called  "Brown  Town".  Mrs.  Cornette  remembered  well  the  old  min 
when  she  was  a  child. 

My  search  for  Cuffey,  Ky.  was  over  and  I  finally  had  most  of  my  answer - 
to  the  many  questions  about  the  Standard  Harlan  Coal  Company.  Eviden 
the  name  Cuffey  was  given  to  the  site  because  Darkmont  was  already  be¬ 
ing  used  by  the  Harlan  Kellioka  Coal  Company.  Maybe  some  other  reason, 
now  lost  to  history,  caused  the  name  to  be  used.  The  L  &  N  Rail  Road 
transported  coal  from  this  area  and  many  companies  came  up  with  very 
unusual  names  for  their  shipping  points  that  had  more  familiar  names 
at  the  time.  I  found  this  to  be  true  while  searching  for  Cuffey,  Ky. 
Without  the  help  of  my  many  friends,  the  puzzle  would  not  have  been 
solved.  However,  my  search  uncovered  other  lost  and  forgotten  locations 
sudh  as  Marne,  White  Star,  Pleasant  View,  Merna,  Glidden  and  Shonn.  A ? 
these  Harlan  County  locations  were  the  old  L  &  N  Rail  Road  coal  sidings 
or  former  mining  camps.  Now  these  places  will  not  be  forgotten  in  the 
years  to  come  thanks  to  the  $1.00  piece  of  scrip  from  Cuffey,  Ky.

Page  2.  -  The  Glue  Man  From  Marne,  Ky. 


An  interesting  story  is  associated  with  his  reputation  as  being  the 
fastest  "Glue  Man".  "Trap"  was  born  with  an  underdeveloped  finger 
growing  in  the  middle  of  the  right  palm.  When  asked  how  he  became  so 
much  faster  than  any  other  "Glue  Man",  he  would  say,  in  his  always  jovi 
manner,  "Why  I've  got  the  edge  on  everybody  else  because  I've  got  six 
fingers  to  their  five."  The  "edge"  was  an  understatement  for  it  was 
sAid  that  he  could  deal  the  stickers, and  apply  the  glue, faster  than  a 
poker  dealer  at  Las  Vegas  with  two  sets  of  hands."  Whether  he  was  tha* 
fast  will  never  be  known,  but  he  was  fast. 

The  Harlan  Wallins  Coal  Corporation  and  their  little  "Glue  Man"  from 
Marne,  Ky  are  now  part  of  the  History  of  Harlan  County,  Ky.  They 
have  passed  into  the  history  of  the  bygone  days  of  an  almost  forgotten 
era.  Hopefully,  the  memories  of  their  story  will  remain  for  the  gen¬ 
erations  of  tomorrow.

THE  GLUE  MAN  FROM  MARNE,  KENTUCKY 


The  first  question  you  will  ask  is  "Where  is  Marne,  Ky?"  Each  early 
coal  company  had  a  shipping  address  for  their  various  mining  operations, 
especially  true  for  a  company  that  had  more  than  one  mine.  Many  such 
names  are  known  today,  but  for  the  majority,  they  are  long  forgotten, 
lost  to  history  and  remembered  by  only  a  dwindling  few  who  lived  and 
worked  in  the  coal  fields  of  the  bygone  days  of  the  1930 's  and  1940's. 
Marne,  Ky.  was  the  shipping  address  for  the  Harlan  Wallins  Coal  Corp¬ 
oration,  Verda,  Ky.  The  company  had  mines  at  Verda,  Le junior,  Sheilds, 
Redbud,  and  Molus.  All  these  mines  were  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  Three 
seams  of  coal  were  mined  at  Verda:  the  Creech,  Darby,  and  Harlan.,  The 
Darby  seam  was  the  coal  sold  under  the  Marne  logo.  "Skyline"  was  .the 
logo  for  the  Kellioka  seam  mined  at  the  Wood  mine,  located  at  Redbud,  Ky. 
"East  Kentucky  Bear"  was  the  logo  for  the1  Harlan  seam.  \ 

During  the  1930's  and  until  late  into  the  1960's,  it  was  a  common 
practice  for  coal  companies  to  use  "Scatter  Tags"  to  identify  their 
products  when’ the  coal  was  shipped  from  the  tipple.  The  tags,  coal 
markers  or  identification  chips  as  they  have  been  called,  were  first 
made  of  paper,  sometimes  waxed  to  protect  the  printing,  and  also  of 
thin  aluminum.  They  were  cheaply  made  and  produced  in  great  quanities 
as  they  were  "scattered"  by  the  hands  full  over  the  tops  of  the  load¬ 
ed  cars  of  coal  as  they  left  the  tipple.  Each  company  had  a  distinct 
design,  much  like  the  "Stickers"  of  today.  Other  forms  of  identifica¬ 
tion  were  also  used  to  mark  a  particular  brand  of  coal.  One  such 
practice  was  to  print  the  company  logo  or  design  message  on  thin,  A 

cheaply  produced  sheets  of  paper.  This  was  glued  directly  to  the  large^ 
blocks  of  coal  on  the  top  of  the  car’s  of  coal  leaving  the  shipping 
point.  The  large  blocks,  then  commonly  used  for  home  heating  fuel,  made 
for  a  portable  bill  board  as  they  traveled  from  the  shipping  point  to 
the  consumer.  The  "Glue  Man",  also  the  "Blocker",  was  responsible  for 
not  only  affixing  the  company  stickers  to  the  blocks  of  coal,  but  was 
responsible  for  positioning  the  large  blocks  of  coal  so  that  they  would 
not  roll  or  fall  off  the  top  of  the  loaded  car.  Two  men  worked  the 
tipple  position,  one  on  the  left  and  the  other  on  the  right.  They  would 
walk  along  the  line  of  the  top  rim  of  the  car,  see  that  the  blocks  were 
positioned,  and  glue  the  sticker  td  as  many’  large  blocksas  possible  be¬ 
fore  the  next  car  moved  into  position.  This  job  was  demandingly  fast 
work  and  as  one  miner  described  his  duties  of  "Glue  Man",  "We  had  to 
work  and  eat  on  the  fly."  This  former  tipple  worker,  Lawrence  Helton, 
Corbin,  Ky.,  was  the  co-worker  and  brother  of  "the  fastest  glue  man  in 
the  coal  fields." 

The  Harlan  Wallins  Coal  Corporation,  a  Harlan  County  coal  producer  from 
1925  until  1957,  had  the  distinction  of  employing' the  "fastest  Glue  Man 
in  the  coal  fields."  This  early  coal  miner  and  tipple  worker  was  the 
late  Nathaniel  "Trap"  Helton.  "Trap",  as  he  was  called  throughout  his 
life,  gained  his  nick  name  while  holding  the  job  of  a  "Trapper"  at 
the  Verda  mine.  He  was  a  small  man,  slightly  built,  yet  a  very  hard 
worker.  He  helped  support  his  family  of  eight  other  brothers  and  one 
sister.  He  had  a  very  difficult  time  obtaining  a  job,  due  to  his  small 
size,  yet  was  hired  and  given  the  job  of  "Trapper".  He  was  18  years 
old  in  1930  and  he  was  given  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  the  air 
flow  and  ventilation  system  that  assured  a  fresh  air  supply  to  the  miners 
No  major  labor  was  required,  only  opening  and  closing  the  air  tight  doors 
but  proved  early  that  he  was  a  willing  and  dedicated  employee.  Soon 
after  his  period  as  a  "Trapper",  "Trap"  was  transferred  to  the  tipple  and 
gained  the  title  of  number  one  "Glue  Man"  in  the  coal  industry.

Recently  several  tokens  have  been  circulated  with  the  words  "HFC"  and  "COKE" 
on  them.  They  were  at  first  believed  to  have  been  used  by  Harlan  Fuel  Company. 

Jerry  Sehaeper  has  uncovered  information  that  attributes  these  tokens  to  "Holy 
Family  Church"  in  Louisville,  KY.  The  word  "coke"  means  "good  for  one  Coca 
Cbla".  They,  therefore,  are  not  being  considered  $s  coal  related  tokens. 


BOOK  REVIEW: 

The  long  awaited  "A  CHECKLIST  AND  AID  TO  ATTRIBUTING  INGLE  SYSTEM  SCRIP"  by  Lloyd 
Wagaman,  332  Duncan  Drive,  Camby,  Indiana  46113,  has  now-  been  published  by  the 
IKD  Tams  Society. 

The  80  page ,  soft  bound  book  lists  every  known  Ingle  maverick,  token  and  notes  the 
location  and  type  of  business  for  each.  The  listings  also  include  denominations 
of  tokens  known  to  this  time.  Too,  the  source  of  attribution  is  also  shewn  for 
each  listing,  if  know. 

Lloyd  notes  that  probably  no  more  than  5%  of  the  known  Ingle  tokens  were  used  by 
coal  and  limber  companies  and  the  book  lists  all  known  coal  and  limber  companies 
that  used  the  tokens.  A  brief  history  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  Ingle  Systan 
tokens  is  provided  in  the  book. 

Copies  are  available  from  Scriptor  Lloyd  Wagaman  at  the  above  address  at  $6.95 
per  copy.  Certainly  a  valuable  reference  book  for  all  NSCA  members  !
